Imperial German Government, in which it made the following declaration:

Civic League Wants 18-Inch 
Limit Retained—New Build- 
ing Code Held Up. 
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WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 


When President Wilson and his ad 
visers parted last night, “for a nights 
refiection,”’ as the President himsclf 
put it, apparently it had not been de- 
termined whether the United States 
should delay action until Germany com 
mits an overt act, or whether passports 
shovid be handed to Count von Bern- 
storff with or without a warhing not» 
to Berlin. 

After the President and the Cabinet 
had been in session more than tw" 
hours, Mr. Wilson hurried to the VCap- 
itol, and this statement was issued art 
the Waite House: 

“The President and the Cabinet thor- 
oughly canvassed the situation, but 
there is nothing to announce.” 

Members of the Cabinet, sworn to si- 
lence, ,eft the White House with grave 
faces. One of them later sufficiently, 
broke the rule of silence to Say: 

“The near future will develop some- 
thing very, very serious.” 

Another gave a hint that the proba- 
bility of some overt act might be 
awaited or at least a warning given by 
saying: 3 

“The last chance has not yet gone. 
While Germany has announced her pur. 
pose, she has not yet carried it into 
effect, so far as we know.” 

The Cabinet unanimously agreed, how- 
ever, that the United States could under 
no circumstances countenance such an 
invasion of its rights as Germany’s cam- 
paign:-of ruthlessness proposes. 


, Conference With Senators. 
At the Capitol the President had an 


hour’s conference alone with Senator 
Stone, chairman of the Foreign ' Rela- 
tions Committee, and then sent out word 
that he sought the views of all Senators, 
Many Democrats hurried to his room 
on the Senate floor. Seated there with 
Senators grouped about him in a semi- 
circle, the President gave no indication 
of a decision of his own, but franklv

GRAND JURY iN 
REPORT DEFENDS 
UNUSUAL CONDUCT 


Replies to Censures Against It] 


Because of Informal and 
Secret Meetings, 


The December grand jury, in its final 
report presented today to Judge Kimmel, 
defended itself vigorously against the 
censures passed upon it by the Court 
and by Cireuit Atorney McDaniels, be- 
cause of secret and informal metings 
held in the directors’ room at the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce. 

“If common sense business methods 
cannot ve employed because of the tech- 
nicalities of the law,” the report stated, 
‘then it is high time that the law should 
be revised for the benefit of the public 
good. Because we are compelled to, we 
yield submissively to the criticisms of 
the Court and Circuit Attorney. But we 
have been advised by counsel whom we 
consider able and competent that the 
course we pursued was entirely within 
our rights and duties.’’ 

“We are not lawyers,” the report 
continued, “and it may be that in our 
anxiety to discharge our duties faith- 
fully and live up to our oath of of- 
fice we have departed in some manner 
from the technical requirements 
which should have governed us in 
our work. If so, we very much regret 
it. The departures were not mais 
intentionally, but in an effort to be 
useful to the community and to expe- 
dite our labors.” 

Evidence Was Barred. 

The subjects with which the pri- 
vate sessions were concerned were 
alleged violations of the election laws 
in the last election, and commercial- 
ized vice. Because of these meetings, 
the grand jurors were informed that 
no evidence in either of the matters 
would be presented to them, and that 
any indictments returned would be 
invalidated. 

The report states that there was never 
an idea of hearing evidence during the 
meetings at the bank upon which in- 
dictments might be rendered, but that 
it was decided a series of informai con- 
ferences with persons willing to advise 
with the jurors would aid in equipping 
them with the Knowledge required for 
the investigation. Jeptha D. Howe. 
the former Republican city boss, was 
one of the outsiders at these confer- 
ences. 

“We could accomplish little by shut- 
ting ourselves up tn the grand jury 
room and waiting for evidence to come 
to us,”’ the report declared. ‘‘Through 
the kindness and courtesy of one of 
our members, Mr. J. A. Lewis, cashier 
of the National Bank of Commerce, the 
directors’ room was placed at our dis- 
posal. We have since found that this 
plan has been followed by quite a few 
former grand juries with a like purpose 
in view. We are not content that the 
responsibility should rest upon us.’’

The grand jury declared its opposition 
to any form of segregation, and denied 
that conditions have been made worse 
by the abolition of the segregated dis- 
trict. It is pointed out that this step 
involved only a few hundred women.

The enactment of a statute hy fhe 

Legislature authorizing proceedings 

against owners of property let for 

immoral purposes.

The grand jury found that many sa- 
loon keepers are operating winerooms 
in which drinks are sold to women and 
in which so-called cabaret performances 
are held as an attraction...The recom- 
mendation is made that the licenses of 
such saloon keepers should be revoked. 

Surprise is expressed that lid clubs are 
permited to operate, when under the 
law as interpreted by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court they are illegal, and that 
the police do not take the simple step 
of forbidding the sale of liquor in such 
resorts. ‘“‘Every case of vialence which 
came before ‘18 was directly attributable 
to the use of liquor,” says the report. 

When the investigation into elec- 
tion frauds and vice conditions wag 
taken from the grand jury’s hands, 
Judge Kimmel directed the jurors to 
look into the question of forged court 
bonds. No evidence on this subject 
was presented by the Circuit Attor- 
ney, according to the report. But 
two police captains were questioned. 
and said they had no knowledge of 
such practices. 

Most of the city institutions were 
found by the grand jury to be in ex- 
cellent condition, Lut it is recommend- 
ed that the city dispensary in the old 
city hall, be pulled down and replaced 
with a modern structure. The physt- 
cians working there are severelv 
handicapped, it is stated, by the in- 
sanitary surroundings. The munici- 
pal lodging house should be supplied 
with spittoons and sanitary drinking 
fountains, and guards at the work- 
house, getting $50 a month, and at- 
tendants at the city sanitarium, get- 
ting $28 a month with board and 
lodging, should have increases »>f 
pay, it is declared.

Far is it from my wish to draw any reproach 
on the patrolmen themselves for their failure— 
for failure it must have been In view of the above 
information—to discover the robbery, but I do 
most earnestly desire to draw the attention of 
every property owner in the city of St. Louis to 
the bald fact that my case very pertinently dem- 
omstrates the great need, right now, of a definite 
inerease in the number of patrolmen. Based on 
verbal statements of patrolmen and police offi- 
elals during the past few days, I believe that an 
increase of 100 per cent {s absolutely necessary, 
especially in the West End, tn order to adequate- 
ly handle our present conditions. Bear in mind 
that whereas St. Louls may have a fair number 
of police tn proportion to population as compared 
with other large cities, yet the real question is, 
lfow many police have we per square mile of 
area to be policed? I am officially advised that 
during certain busy hours there is just one pa- 
trolman to cover the entire territory bounded by

President Wilson has taken tle first step in

ican honor and sovereignty and defend Ameri- 
can rights on the ocean. He has broken diplo- 
matic relations with Germany. 

What will follow depends upon Germany. If 
this warning of the intent of the United States 
to resist the assault of the German allies on 
American lives, property and commerce on the 
seas is unheeded a state of war is inevitable. We 
must take action against the German course of 
ruthless wholesale attack upon all nations out- 
side of the German alliance. We are not seeking 
war with the central Powers; they are making 
war upon us, 

The enormity of the German plan is disclosed 
by the slightest analysis. In desperate desire to 
strike her enemies, she strikes her friends to 
the heart. She orders all rations not in allf- 
ance with her to stop all trade with her enemies, 
not on penalty of search or seizure of vessels, a8 
England does, but on pain of death and destruc- 
tion. She strikes not only at the commerce, 
but the lives of neutral peoples; not only at 
penemy combatants, but at friendly .noncom- 
batants. She strikes not only at commerce, but 
the means of transportation. The success of her 
plans would mean not merely the stoppage of 
commerce until her enemy comes to terms, but 
the destruction of all the means of commerce, thus 
reducing the community of nations to helpless- 


her friends to poverty and starvation. 

-To hasten the end of such savage conditions is 
not only our duty as a nation whose sovereign 
rights and vital interests are involved, but of all 
who are menaced by them. 

The important thing now is to prepare for 
eventualities. With profound regret, but with 
harmonious, firm purpose and united energies, 
we must begin the work of thorough preparation 
to meet the worst contingencies on sea and 
land. We must begin universal military train- 
ing and the organizing of all our resources for 
action which wil] be effective to defend our rights 
and accomplish our ends. 
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There may be some opposition to the plans of 
the Kaiser in Germany, but not among the Ger- 
man newspapers in the United States.

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A SENATOR IN TWO CRISES. 

Senator Stone declared in St. Louis that he 
knew nothing aboyt the new crisis with Germany 
and that he would not talk about it if he did. 
In a Foreign Relations chairman, this indicates 
a sounder, more approved attitude than that as- 
sumed by the Senator in his historic utterance of 
May, 1915. 

Mr. Stone then contended that the status of 
American passengers on the Lusitania was pre- 
cisely that of neutrals who might have taken 
refuge in a British fortification. Probably he 
would admit himself now that their claim to im- 
munity was somewhat different. 
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“We stake everything” the German Chancellor 
is quoted as saying. ‘‘We mistake everything” is 
what he should have said. 

LITERACY TEST INTOLERANCE. 

Two of the St. Louis representatives in the Na- 
tional House of Representatives voted to override 
the President's veto of the immigration bill. Both 
of them, Messrs. Dyer and Meeker, are Republi- 
cans, but in this measure they joined hands with 
many Democratic Congressmen from the State. 
Representative Igoe voted to sustain the veto. 

President Wilson vetoed the measure because 
it contained the so-called literacy test. It was the 
fourth time that presidential disapproval had 
been stamped upon the measure, Presidents Cleve-. 
land and Taft having set precedents for President 
Wilson's two vetoes. That Representatives Dyer 
and Meeker voiced the wishes of their constitu- 
ents is hard to believe. Perhaps no city in the 
country is in deeper debt to the immigrant than 
St. Louis. Thousands of our best citizens are de- 
scendants of refugees who sought‘ asylum here 
when they found Jiving conditions in Europe in- 
tolerable. Many of these exiles would not have 
been kept away by a literacy test; many of them 
would have been. Yet St. Louis is the better for 
their coming, the unlettered as well as the let- 
tered. One wonders what justification in the his- 
tory of their own community Megsrs. Dyer and 
Meeker were able to find. 

It is a narrow and intolerant view of the refuge 
America offers for the oppressed which seeks to 
cut off those who suffer most from oppression. 
It is a denial of American principles. The Sen- 
ate should do better than the House. 

WHAT OF BELGIUM? 

Not the least appalling of the misgivings that 
seize American minds in the. present diplomatic 
crisis is the fear of what Germany's new cam- 
paign of ruthlessness will mean to the already 
overwhelmed peoples of Belgium and Poland. A 
break between the United States and Germany ap- 
parently would throttle the usefulness of the 
American. Commission for Belgian Relief. It is 
hard to think of a greater catastrophe remaining 
for that unhappy-country. 

Wednesday Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of the 

commissiog, appeared before the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce to make a new appeal for mohn- 
ey. His picture of the situation in distressed Bel- 
“jum was painted in black colors. Notwithstand- 
ing that American philanthropy has already con- 
‘tributed $9,000,000 for Belgian relief alone, Hoover 
pointed out that the sum was searcely more than 
1 drop in the buckej; that $18,000,000 a month is 
urgently needed. While much of this was forth- 
coming from the allied cotintries, he urged an ad- 
ditional $1,000,000 from the United States at the 
earliest possible moment. He asked the Ameri- 
can people to be prepared to lend another $10.- 
000,000 a anonth which, be declared. would be re- 
aid

What is to become of this work if the great-} 


est of the neutral countries is to be forced to be- 
come a belligerent? Holland cannot handle it, 
even if Holland saves itself from the maelstrom 
of war. Holland already has as much as she can 
take care of at home and her situation is bound 
to become worse if commerce is to be destroyed. 
Martial law declared at Brussels, together with 
the announcement that 60,000 more Belgians are 
soon to be deported to Germany, indicates what 
the victims are to expect of the conquerors. 

In all the concert of horror that the war is re- 
sponsible for, there is no note so infinitely sad as 
that of the wistful Belgian children singing Amer- 
ica’s national anthem while they look to America 
for salvation. 
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WORTHY OF EX-JUSTICE HUGHES. 
“We are all Americans tonight, standing loyally 


behind President Wilson,’ declared Mr. Hughes 
at New York. “It is a solemn hour and not in the 
heart of any true American to have a partisan 
thought. It is a time to show what America is 
made of.”’ 

These are more than platitudinous, matter-of- 
course statements. They are worthy of the man 
who was denied the presidency by only a few elec- 
toral votes. The course taken by, the discussions 
of the campaign give them &special significance. 
They will have potency abroad and supply guid- 
ance for the members of Mr. Hughes’ party not 
only in Congress, but throughout the country. 

In contrast with Mr. Hughes’ patriotic words is 
the statement printed by 26 so-called pacificists 
expressing confidence in Mr. Wilson, but urging 
him not to be dragooned into war. The implica- 
tion from what they say is that they are more 
earnest advocates of peace than the rest of us 
Americans, than even the President, who has pre- 
served the peace through many crises. The state- 
ment is inopportune and if it has any influence at 
all it is as likely to promote as prevent the ca- 
lamity they hope will be averted. 

“Few in Germany,” says a correspondent, “be- 
lieve that America will go to war.” That such a 
belief should be lent plausibility by the 26 and 
strengthen the view that violence can be done to 
our rights with impunity is deplorable. — 
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There is a great demand for passports from 
Americans wishing to go to Europe and a great 
rush in England of Americans for passage home. 
That’s the way of it. About half the world is 
rushing into trouble while the other half is dash- 
ing out. . Nature abhors every kind of a vacuum 
except the cerebral vacuity. 
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THE GROUNDHOG’S IMPUDENCE. 
It was very unkind of the groundhog to treat 


us this way, just when everybody was upset by 
the news from Washington. Not only was yes- 
terday the coldest day of the winter, but it was 
the sgcond of the month, when the bills from the 
stores were all in and the landlord’s levy had 
made a great dent in the family pocketbook. 
When, on top of all that, it couldn’t even be 
cloudy, so that the groundhog could not see his 
shadow, what wonder that few St. Louisans could 
be happy as they shivered in the street cars? 

In face of such scurvy treatment one is in- 
clined to line up with the detractors of the 
groundhog legend. Not a few of us have thus far 
resisted all appeals to the records of the Weather 
Bureau heretofore cited in an effort to prove that 
the groundhog knows no more about how much 
longer the winter is going to last than the pro- 
verbial pig knows about the Sabbath. If spring 
should come skipping along in two or three weeks 
from now, Mr. Woodchuck needn't come around 
here looking for sympathy. - 
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WOULD HELP MISSOURI. 
Illinois is getting ready to consolidate. .A new 


administrative code is being prepared. Its pur- 
pose is to consolidate about ninety departments 
into nine. The consolidated departments are cx- 
pected to work better and cost less. 

A rough draft has been prepared for the Legis- 
lature, which is expected to polish it off and pass 
it. The nine departments are Finance, Agricul- 
ture, Labor, Mines and Minerals, Public Works, 
Uharities and Corrections, Health, Corporate Con- 
trol and Education. Each will absorb a group of 
departments and commissions which overlap and 
duplicate each other’s work and get in each oth- 
er’s way generally. 

In the Department of Public Works, for in- 
stance, will be consolidated the Highway Com- 
mission, the three Canal and Waterways Com- 
missions, the Illinois Park Commission, the State 
Architect, the Supervising Engineer, the State 
Examiners of Architects and the Structural En- 
gineers. The department, in addition to looking 
after the work formerly done by this bevy of 
boards, will be the custodian of State buildings. 
Simplification will be accomplished and efficiency 
promoted in like manner in the other eight de- 
partments. 

Consolidating would help Missouri. The State 
is all cluttered up with boards, departments and 
commissions whose usefulness is in inverse ratio 
to their multiplicity. The State would be better 
off if a lot of them were consolidated out of ex- 
istence.

Vegetarian Cookery 


UT whatever do you eat?” is 
the question often asked the 
vegetarian. To the meat-eater, 
Vegetarian cookery is sometimes con- 
sidered far too elaborate and trouble- 
some to be indulged in. As a matter of 
fact, it can be made much more easily 
than meat cookery by those who care 
to live simply. As vegetarian diet is 
spreading widely, many excellent sub- 
stitutes for meat foods can be obtained 
which prove invaluable to the vegetarian 
cook. These are most useful for soups, 
stews and gravies. Vegetable water, cx- 
cept that used for boiling cabbage, 
should always bo kept for stock. Nut 
suet and nut margarine should also be 
used instead of meat fat. The following 
are a few simple recipes: 

Vegetable Stew—Braise in a  table- 
spoonful of nut margarine 1 onion, 2 
turnips, 2 large pdtatoes, 3 carrots, 2 
teaspoons salt, 4 teaspoon pepper; let 
simmer over low gas for 10 or 15 min- 
utes, then add about 1'% pints vegetable 
stock; bring to boiling point and let boil 
gently for half an hour. If in season, 
add 3 tablespeons of green peas or 
‘rench runner or broad beans, also 3 
tablespoons seed tapico and more pepper 
and salt to taste. Boil for another “ialf 
hour, stirring well to prevent tapioca 
from sticking. If preferred, the tapi- 
oca can se omitted and thickening oe 
made with flour and milk. This quan- 
tity is sufficient for four persons. 

Vegetable. Soup—Prepare as for stew, 
only use a smaller quantity of vegetables 


and 1 breakfast cup of lentils. Soak 
lentils over night. Boil for 14% hours and 
strain through fine sieve (if properly 
cooked all will mash through); return 
to saucepan, bring up to boiling point, 
and thicken with flour and milk; add 
a little tomato sauce, if desired, for 
change of flavor. 

Savory Rooi—If a quick, light dish is 
wanted for luncheon or supper, mix 2 
breakfast cups of flgur with 4 tea 
spoons baking powder, % teaspoon salt, 
seasoning, 2 teaspoons of dried or fresh 
herbs, 2 tablespoons of nut suet or mar- 
garine, and enough milk or water (about 
% cup) to make a stiff paste; roll out 
on a well-floured board and spread with 
chopped onion; form into roll and bake 
in quick oven. If any remains of stew, 
boiled chopped carots, bviled haricot 
beans in tomato sauce, or any othef veg- 
etables that need using up, they make 
a good filling, and varieties can thus 
be obtained. The roll should be served 
hot with gravy. 

Nut Fritters—Mix as above, only add- 
ing 1 cup 6f chopped nuts. Iorm into 
small fritters, roll in egg and bread- 
crumbs and fry in nut fat. If no exgs 
can be obtained, these are quite nice 
plainly fried with’ a sprinkling of 
chopped nuts on the top. They can also 
be made with chopped boiled carrots 
or grated cheese instead of nuts, and 
can be served with or without gravy. 

Gravy—lry a little tinely, chopped 
onion in nut fat-with seasoning; when 


brown, add required amount of vere-| 
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table stock, bring to boiling point and 
‘thicken. If it ts not a rich brown, color 
with browning. If there fs no stock, use 
water and a little milk and add some 
tomato sauce,
